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II. The Crime for which he pour'd out theſe 
Calamities upon them. There's but one men- 
ö tion'd in this Verſe, That they did not call upon 
bim: but as that never goes alone, ſo you will 
find in the Context the Abominations that uſually 
I. I begin with that which is mention'd here; 
They call not unto him. Some refer this to the 
People; which might be true enough: That a 
ſtrange Neglect of God, a general Indifference to 
Religion bad ſpread it ſelf thro the Land. Tho 
their Kings were cut off, and deſtroy'd with a re- 
markable jadgment, yet the Nation was ſtupid 
to it. Vengeance thunder'd aloud in vain; their 
Ears were uncircumciſed, that they would take no 
Hol. v. 2. warning, but went roaring on: When God's Hand 
3 was lifted up, they would not ſee; the Revolters were 
| profound to make ſlaughter, tho I have been à terrible 
Rebuker of them all. Such as had conquer'd all 
Senſe of Religion in themſelves, enter d into 
Methods of Perſecution againſt the Intereſt tbe xf 
had left: and this Apoſtacy had given em ſuch 
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2 Torn, that no Strokes of Calamity, no Warn⸗ 
ings in the. Courſe of Providence could awaken 
them ; They would | not frame their doing to turn Ver. 4 
unto the Lord. Tho by burrying away their Princes 
he cut the Sinews of their Confidence; yet that 
only ſtunn'd em for a while, in a few Moments 
the Fright is over, and they are rampant again. 
But the words may be better underſtood of the 
Kings who fel, that they did not cry unto God. 
What Prayers they made in mockery ta delude 
others; or What they mutter'd over in Forms to 
bubble themſelves, had no Spirit of Religion in 
them. Moſt of theſe Princes were very active in 
Superſtition, as the vileſt Creatures in the World 
are apt to be; they would be at any Charge 
in building Altars, ſetting up Images, and pur- 
ſuing Inventions of their own. They ſacrific'd Ho. viii 
_ Fleſh for the Sacrifice of mine Offerings, and eat it, "3: 14+ i 
but the Lord accepts them not: for lirael hath for- 9 
gotten his Maker, and builds Temples. No doubt 
on't, but this paſs'd fon Religion with them 
they had Prieſts to admire it for a great Act of 
Piety: but that which is highly eſteem'd among 
Men, is an Abomination in the Sight of God. 
He ſaw that their Hearts were not right in his 
Covenant: and 'tis in vain, that they repreſent. 
him upon their Thrones, when they exclude him ah 
from their Souls. This was what David obſery'd u 
of King Saul, that God was not in all his Thoughts. . 
Inſtead of a Seriouſneſs this way, they ws at 
Prayer, abhor it in themſelves, and deride it in 
others; they contrive all the ways they can ta 
drive it out of their Kingdoms, either cramping 
it with clumſy Forms, or condemning it witn 
wicked Laws. And when this Infidelity becomes 
| babitual in a Time of Adverſity, they'll not ſeek. 
his Face; The Hypoerttes in Heart heap up Wrath, | Job BY 
they cry not when he binds them. But tho E ag z

is a coming, when they'll call upon him in vain;

3. The next Crime that is ane: obſerv'd, is 
their Exceſs of Riot: In the Day of our King, the Ver. 
Princes made him ſick with Bottles of Wine. It 
refers to ſome particular Day, perhaps that of 
his Birth: they compliment him with an Af- 
front to the God of Heaven; they celebrate his 
Nativity, as if he was a Bleſſing to the World, and 
do it in ſuch a way as to make him a Curſe. 
They would call em Gods; but in exalting the 
_ God they drown the Man, and make them ſo full 
of Deity, that they loſe their Reaſon. There's 
a Bleſſing upon a Land, when their Princes cat 
in due Seaſon for Strength, and not for Drunbenneſ. 
Riot is odious in all People; but when it comes 
to be the Delight of a Ruler, no Robes of State 
can hide the brutal Character; God muſt abhor 
one that defaces his Image in a double Senſe, 
both Natural and Political: Tis not for Kings to 
drin Wine, nor Princes ſtrong Drink. He ſuffers 
that Sin to bring on its own Puniſhment, that 
à Perſon ſhall doze upon a Throne, and lol in 
State, till he become mellow enough for the 
Grave. Meats for the Belly, and the Belly for 
Meat; bat God will deſtroy both it and them. 1 
4141 Another Sia that ariſeth ont of theſe, is Ml 
Profaneneſs ; He ftretcheth out his Hand with the Vee. 1 \ 
Scorners. How moaſtrous is this from a Throne? 
Here's a Perſon who calls himſelf God's Vice- 
gerent, and yet makes a jeſt of his Principal.
